Lagunitas Area Combed For Point Reyes Bank Robber 


A small army of Federal Bu­ 
reau of Investigation agents 
and Marin County sheriff’s dep­ 
uties 
combed 
the 
Lagunitas 
area today for a bank robber 
who stole $14.300 at the point 
of a sawed-off shotgun yester­ 
day afternoon from the Point 
Reyes Station branch of the 
Bank of America. 
Bank manager A. E. Cencio 
of Petaluma, kidnaped during 
the getaway and dumped from 
the robber's car near Samuel 
Taylor State Park, identified 
the robber from among photo­ 
graphs in the sheriff's office. 


The suspect is William fDu- 
gie) Williams, 31, a tree trim­ 
mer from Santa Rosa, who has 
served time in San Quentin for 
grand theft, burglary and bad 
checks. 


The holdup occurred just af­ 
ter the 3 p.m. closing time yes­ 
terday, while one customer was 
still inside the bank with sev­ 
eral employees. 


Sheriff Louis P. Mountanos 
and his deputies, who were up 
most of the night working on 
the case, said the robber ap­ 
peared nervous and possibly 


under the influence of nar­ 
cotics. 
He scooped up all currency 
into a bag and herded the em­ 
ployees into the vault. When 
Cencio started to walk into the 
vault, the robber snapped: ‘ No! 
You’re coming with me.” 
Betty Adams of San Rafael, 
assistant cashier who has work­ 
ed for the bank for 13 years, 
said the bank had just closed 
for the day. Milan Prokupek. 
owner of Inverness Lodge, was 
still inside completing a bank­ 
ing transaction. 
A man in white carpenter's 


coveralls banged on the door 
and insisted he was in a big 
hurry to make an “interbranch 
deposit for Fairfax.” Cencio let 
him in. That was 3:05 p.m.

minutes 
with 
deposit 
slips,” Mrs. Adams recalled. 
Then suddenly he pulled a saw­ 
ed-off shotgun from under the 
bib of his overalls, pointed it 
“right at my face,” Mrs. Adams 
reported. 


“ Don’t push the button or 
I’ll 
kill 
you,” the 
robber 
warned. 


He herded the four bank em« 
ployees and Prokupek into th« 
vault, warning them 
not to 
make a move or he would kill 
the manager. 
The bandit stuffed the money 
into an old paper sack, then 
used Prokupek’s leather brief­ 
case as an additional container. 
He then left the shotgun be­ 
hind, using a pistol to fore# 
Cencio to accompany him.

threatened 150 campers trapped in a river valley below 
a cracked dam. 


At least a dozen persons were injured. 


The first of the quakes slammed into the northern 
Rocky Mountain area late last night near the west en­ 
trance to Yellowstone National Park. 


A series of aftershocks followed, all apparently 
centered near Hebgen Dam on the Madison River. The 
dam is a few miles inside the Montana border, with the 
northwest corner of Wyoming on the east and the north­ 
east corner of the “pan'’ in the Idaho panhandle due 
south.

SACRAMENTO 0JPD — Gov.1 
Edmund G. Brown said today: 
he will not intervene in the 
scheduled Friday execution of 
convicted murderer Stephen A. 
Nash at San Quentin Prison. 
Nash, admitted murderer of 
11 persons, was found guilty by 
a Los Angeles jury of the 1956 
knife-slayings of John Berge in 
Long Beach and of 10-year-old 
Lawrence Rice in Santa Moni­ 
ca. He also was convicted of 
knifing Dennis Butler in Los 
Angeles’ skid row in 1956. 
Nash, 36, admitted after his 
arrest that he had slain eight 
other persons. Several of the 
killings— in 
Sacramento, San 
Francisco and other parts of the 
state—have been verified by 
police. 
“I am concerned that our 
; laws allow’ a man as obviously 
dangerous as Nash to be re­ 
leased and to escape further 
restraint simply because we 
lack adequate controls,” said 
Brown at his news conference. 
Nash has a long history of 
offenses. He underwent psychi­ 
atric examination in 1948 and 
was studied in 1955 as a sexual 
psychopath. 
In each case. Brown said, the 
exi ting law’ provided for only 
a limited inquiry into the pos­ 
sibility that the subject might 
prove dangerous and made no 
provision for further detention. 
Brown said the doctors found 


Nash incurable and under the 
law released him. 
“Today, when a man finishes! 
his sentence, there is little that 
can be done to cure him even 
though 
the 
authorities 
may 
sense that he could become 
dangerous,” Brown said. 
“We 
must 
do 
something 
about this situation, not only to 
assure more adequate diagnosis 
and treatment but. most im­ 
portantly, to give better pro­ 
tection to the public.” 
The governor said he planned 
to appoint a study commission 
comprised of legislators, law­ 
yers and psychiatrists to ‘see 
what we can do in the future” 
about detaining psychopaths.

In Planning Boat Harbor 


Larkspur's Recreation Commission 
is going ahead with plans for developing 
a 100*berth municipal boat harbor on 
city-owned marshland adjacent to Corte 
Madera Creek. 
This is an ambitious understaking. 
Mill Valley already is up to its neck in 
a similar project. We commend them 
both for their foresight and their perser- 
verenee. 
We nostalgically recall when San 
Rafael had a municipal boat harbor, too. 
Back in September 1949 we applauded 
in this space a move by Sausalito to con­ 
struct its own harbor. We cited the fact 
that San Rafael was toying with the idea 
of expanding its facilities and that the 
operation of the city’s harbor had been 
highly successful. 
We spoke too soon. Less than five 
years later we were urging San Rafael 
city council not to “ liquidate the city’s 
assets” by selling the yacht harbor. Our 
words went unheeded. 
Todav the harbor has been filled in. 


Most of it is a parking lot for a line 
of stores. San Rafael wishes she had a 
yacht harbor. 
So we are happy when we see com­ 
munities and private individuals invest­ 
ing in small boat facilities. Efforts like 
those being put forth by Mill Valley and 
Larkspur, and private accomplishments 
like the new McCarthy harbor at Loch 
Lomond and San Francisco Yacht Club’s 
improve facilities at Belvedere, pay off. 
They pay off to government in as­ 
sessed valuation of boats berthed there, 
in new businesses to serve the yachts­ 
men, new jobs of boat service, sales and 
equipment, and people who bring their 
boats — and their money — to Marin 
from elsewhere. 
This does not mention the fun, pride, 
and excitement that boating brings to 
the people who have boats. And the 
more berths there are available, the 
more people can enjoy boating. 
Keep up the good work, Larkspur, 
you're on the right track.

No Place In Sports

“ The quick-draw craze is 
sweeping America. With it 
goes a mounting number of 
foolish and needlefs gun 
accidents. 
“ Due to the tremendous 
upsurge of interest in west­ 
ern television p r o g r a ms , 
fast-dravv gun-slinging has 
flourished and caught the 
fancy of young and old 
alike. . . . 
‘ ‘ U n f o r t u n a t e l y , 
safe practices are not fol­ 
lowed in many cases. Be­ 
cause of the excessive en­ 
thusiasm for this activity, 
too many uninformed or in­ 
different people are prac­ 
ticing fast-draw’ with live 
ammunition. The newspap­ 
ers are reporting more and 
more gun accidents. (There 
have been several in Marin.) 
“ Most of these accidents 
are self - inflicted w ounds 
which result from the gun­ 
slinger being quicker on the 
trigger than he is on the 
draw. . . . 
“ A more serious and oft­ 
en 
fatal 
situation 
arises 
when another person is in­ 
volved . . . 
“ It is true that the ability 
to draw quickly has its im­ 
portant place in p o l i c e 
work. It also is true that we 
could not object to the legit­ 
imate use of firearms for 
recreation. At the s ame 
time people who try to emu­ 
late the cowboys in west­ 
erns must be made to rea­ 
lize that western-style fast- 
draw gunslinging, with live 
ammunition, is a dangerous 
practice and has no place 
in marksmanship training 
or sport shooting. . .

The youths in the patrol are 
supposed to inform the police 
of what happens in t h e i r 
neighborhoods. 
In the old days under Ful­ 
gencio Batista’s dictatorship, 
such a person would h a v e 
been called a “ chivato” — 
meaning a little bleating goat, 
informer or, to put it in the 
proper colloquial E n g l i s h , 
stool pigeon. Now they are 
being called “ young civic citi­ 
zens.” 


UP TO THE present about 
27,000 are enrolled in the or­ 
ganization, operating thus far 
only in Havana under the di­ 
rection of a dynamic, middle- 
aged woman leader named 
Caridad Alvarez Alamo. It is 
supposed to enroll youngsters 
from 7 to 14 years, but the 
age actually ranges up to 17 
or 13. 
Leader Alvarez has been 
quoted as saying she wants to 
indoctrinate the boys in “ com­ 
radeship, courage, class spirit 
and democratic conscience.” 
This has a melancholy sim­ 
ilarity to the regimentation 
slogans that have become fa­ 
miliar in recent decades.

License Violation 
Arrests Head 
Citation Causes 
Angling without a license was 
the cause of more than one 
third of all Fish and Game Code 
violations during July, the Cali­ 
fornia Department of Fish and 
Game said today. 
Of 837 arrests made by fish 
and game wardens, 337 were in 
the no-angling-license category. 
Angling with two rods resulted 
in 86 arrests. Carrying a load­ 
ed gun in an automobile re­ 
sulted in 43 citations. 
Arrests and fines were down 
from the previous two years. 
In July, 1958, wardens cited 
1,055 violators, compared to 
1.100 the previous July. Fines 
paid in July, 1959. totaled $22,- 
640. In July 1958, the total was 
$31.908 and 
in the previous 
duly it was $26.841.

Despite unusually high tem­ 
peratures which make the idea 
of hunting and hiking untempt- 
ing to most nimrods, the coast­ 
al deer season kill is holding 
its own and is even slightly 
up from last year. Fish and 
Game 
Director 
William 
E. 
Warne noted today. 


At the end of the second 
week of the coastal deer sea­ 
son, a total of 6.710 animals 
had been taken, compared to 
6.623 last year. 


Mendocino

county of the highest kill, with 
982 deer taken so far. 


After three weeks of hunt­ 
ing 180 deer were taken in 
Marin this year. 
In 1958 in 
the same period 305 deer were

Warne stated:

sources indicate.“ said Warne, 
“ that although this has been a 
tragically bad fire season, hunt­ 
ers in the coastal deer area 
have not contributed to the in­ 
creased number of blazes.’’ 
The Department of Fish and 
Game recently embarked up­ 
on a stepped up program to 
prevent sportsmen from 
be­ 
coming litterbugs and firebugs. 
Sportsmen’s groups and other

Aged Citizens 
Soon To Need 
No Licenses 
State's Hunting Mishap Record 
Takes Turn For Worst In 1958 


Under 
legislation 
recently 
signed into law by Gov. Ed­ 
mund Brown, which becomes 
effective Sept. 18. 1959, a new 
group of California’s aged citi­ 
zens becomes eligible for free 
sportfishing licenses. 
The law' provides for the is­ 
suance of free licenses without 
license stamps to women over 
62 and men over 65 who have 
lived in this state for the past 
five 
years and 
whose 
total 
m o n t h l y income from all 
sources does not exceed $140 
per month. 
These free licenses will allow 
ocean fishing only. For taking 
warmwater fish and trout the 
necessary stamps must he pur­ 
chased. 
Under present regulations, 
only those persons receiving 
aid under the California Old 
Age Security Law' may receive 
free licenses. 
Application 
forms 
for 
all 
types of free licenses will be 
available 
at 
license 
agents 
shortly before Sept. 18. The 
forms are to be sent to The 
California Department of Fish 
and Game, 722 Capitol avenue, 
Sacramento, where the licenses 
are issued.

Game Commission has select­ 
ed the same season dates and 
hag limits for both dove and 
band-tailed pigeons that were 
in effect last year.

Randtail pigeon daily bag 
limits are six per day, six in 
possession. 
Shooting hours are one-half 
hour before sunrise to sunset.

Remember To Comfort Child 
On His First Day Of School 


Remember your first day at 
school? 
How scared and ex­ 
cited you were? 
It was one 
of the most important days of 
your life. 
Do you have a child starting 
school this fall? 
Are you get­ 
ting him ready for his first 
day? 
1 hope so. 
He'll be just 
as anxious as you wore. 
Try 
to make it a good day for him. 
If you don't, have a school be­ 
ginner you might clip this col­ 
umn and pass it on to a parent 
who does have one. These sug­ 
gestions may help. 
Doe« your beginner know’ 
where his room will bo? 
Does 
he know where the playground 
as? 
The school office? 
The 
rest rooms? 
Does he know 
how to get to and from school? 
Teach him these things before 
school starts., 
Take time to 
do it, now. 
Will he meet his teacher be­ 
fore the first day? 
If possible, 
arrange it. 
Your teacher may 
not be available. Maybe she’s 
away. 
Maybe she’s too busy. 
However, many of our best 
teachers of beginners devote 
several days to meeting their 
pupils 
before 
school 
starts. 
Some make phone calls. Others 
a r r a n g e 
appointments 
at 


school. Your child will be tak­ 
ing his first big step into the 
world—his first step away from 
you. 
He'll be helped if he 
knows if he knows his teacher 
and feels she is his friend. 
Do you plan to go with him 
the first day? 
1 think you 
should. 
Many 
school 
people 
think you shouldn't. 
They say 
it's easier to handle the new­ 
comers without their parents 
around. It is easier, sometimes. 
But it is apt to be harder for 
some of the more sensitive 
children. It may multiply their 
fears. 
So I suggest you go. 
Stay 
at the back of the room. 
Say 
nothing. Do nothing. Just let 
your new little scholar know 
you’re on hand. When he feels 
safe he can tell you to go.

(Q) “Our baby is 
months 
old. I don't talk or sing to her 
the way other mothers do to 
their babies. Would it help if I 
did?” 
NR. 
(A) Probably it would, if the 
singing and talking can come 
naturally. It would be another 
source of comfort to her.

For Teachers 


At Workshop 


Teachers attending the fifth 
annual workshop in Teacher- 
Education at Dominican Col­ 
lege will be guests at a picnic 1 
barbecue at Forest Meadows at 
6:15 o'clock tonight. 
The opening session of the 
workshop Sunday was a sympo­ 
sium on the Conant report on 
the American high school. 
The Conant report advocates; 
bigger, 
more 
comprehensive i 
high schools as a partial answer 
to the difficulties which beset: 
American high schools, partic­ 
ularly for the so-called “upper J 
levels’’—the students of the 
high IQ group. It has precipi­ 
tated many controversies. 
MAIN SPEAKERS 
Principal speakers were Carl 
Munck, of the Oakland Board 
of Education; Dr. Arthur Corey, I 
executive secretary of the Cali­ 
fornia Teachers Assn.; Dr. Har­ 
vey Ilall, registrar, Stanford 
University, 
and Dr. 
Howard 
Lane, of the division of educa­ 
tion and psychology, San Fran­ 
cisco State College. 
“We have been listening for 
years to critics who have a fa­ 
cility with wmrds—professional 
educators are hard for laymen 
to understand,” Munck said. 
“Conant (Dr. James B. Conant. 
former president of Harvard 
and author of the report which 
hears his name) has done a real 
service to American education. I 
The report will aid in arousing 
interest of local citizens in 
their schools and will strength­ 
en local control of education.” 
SIGNIFICANT RESULT 
Said Dr. Corey: “The most 
significant result of Conant’s 
study has been the strengthen­ 
ing of the American compre­ 
hensive high school. I feel that 
Conant thinks the greatest con­ 
tribution of this report is to get 
people to see that the average* 
high school in this country 
can't do a decent job because 
it is too small. 
“A weakness in the Conant 
report is that the study does 
not give enough attention to 
the middle and lower ability 
groups.” 
Dr. Hall said: “The prestige 
of the report is the mainspring 
of its usefulness. However, one 
weakness is that it lends it sel f! 
to selective quoting by differ­ 
ent interest groups.” 
“Dr. Lane’s comment was. 
“I’m embarrassed that Conant 
had to do this job—it should 
have been done by the profes­ 
sion, Our use of professional 
language got in our way.”

It is a tamper-proof metal 
bank— which can be opened by 
a key only at a Bank of Ameri­ 
ca branch— and which will be 
given each newsboy who quali­ 
fies in the savings program 
sponsored by the newspaper. 
To receive a bank, the boy 
must fill a piggy-shaped dime 
saver with 10 dimes. The dime 
saver, which will be mailed to 
all boys this month, may then 
be traded for a bank at the 
nearest Bank of 
A m e r i c a 
branch. 


The $1 contained in the dime 
saver is credited to the young­ 
ster's account. 
Stamped on the side of the 


j bank is an attractive orange 
and black design depicting an 
J-J carrier boy and bearing the 
slogan, “ Earning While Learn­ 
ing.” 
The savings program is part 
of the I-J's training policy for 
newspaperboys which includes 
a tv ice-monthly carrier school 
and a system whereby each boy 
is required to deposit payment 
for the newspapers he purchas­ 
es for his route in any of the 
county’s banks. 
The idea of the personalized 
savings bank was termed “ an­ 
other first” for the Indcpen- 
dent-Journal by Julian C. Le­ 
one, I-J circulation manager.
